WORST DURING THIS GENERATION. 


Cold Weather Occasioned Unusual Hard- 


ship* anil Slcknewi In Great llrltaln. 
Tbn misery caused by the severity of 


tbe weathi-r throughout Great Britain 
and all European countries has been un- 
precedented in tho prosa.-)t generation. 
Even well to do Londoners havo been 
compelled to endure extraordinary an- 
noyances. Tho gas niul water pipes of 
tho city arc laid inly 3 to 3,m ft,.is deep, 
which is beyond tho reach of an ordi- 
nary frost. This time tlao icy visitor 
did not relax his hold till ho had closed 
neatly half of them. Fully a third of 
tho street lights failed to burn for a 
whole week, and almost half of the 
householders of London were obliged to 
pit their water supply from tho stand 
pipes, which were put up in tho streets 
throughout tho metropolis. 


Tlie departing frost left a worse evil 


in its train 
Tho influenza became epi- 


demic. 
If private inquiries furnish an 


accurate indication of its extent, then 
fully 15 per cent of tho population bnvs 
been stricken. 
Its ty-je is scvc;e, bnt 


not so persistent as five yearn ago. Tho 
attack is usually sudden and often ae- 
••on:p:iiiierl by such voniplctu collapse 
that the patient falls in a fainting fit. 
Rrcovory, however, in many cases is 
rapid. 
I mat two or three victims who 


felt able to venture out, although they 
were carried homo utterly helpless when 
first attacked five or six days before. 
The sudden outbreak declared itself es- 
pecially in the house of commons, 
where a large number of members fell 
victims, aud in several of the great 
schools, some of which, it is feared, will 
havo to be di banded lor tho term.— 
New York Sun's London Letter.
